Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner indicated that the limitation in claim 1 of "having a 
circumferential surface shape which is substantially identical to the shape of said label" refers to an intended use of the 
sticking roller (i.e., the label is the material operated upon when using the claimed product in an intended use manner) 
and is not a limitation that limits the structure of the claimed apparatus (i.e., sticking roller). Amending claim 1 in terms 
of structure to include the label as part of the apparatus would overcome the reference, and the examiner would search 
that apparatus. Claim 2 includes the limitation of "said elastic member being formed into a nearly doughnut shape on 
the circumferential surface of said roller body". Funahashi teaches that member 5 is formed on the circumferential 
surface of body 6 (Fig 1 and 3 for example) and is doughnut shaped because member 5 wraps around body 6 (Fig 2 
for example). Claim 2 could be amended to include a structural limitation(s) to overcome the references. As an 
example: the elastic member being formed into a nearly doughnut shape having a center apeture where the 
circumferential surface of the roller body is visible through the apeture. For example, see Figure 5 showing the center 
apeture where the circumferential surface of the roller body is seen therethrough. In the reference, the center apeture 
formed by member 5 being wrapped around body 6 does not allow for visibility of the circumferential surface of body 6. 
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
